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Cucamonga Creek 


Nature =: backyard 


Above Rancho Cucamonga, where 
the sprawling development of 
Southern California comes to a halt 
leaving a glimpse of what was here 
before, there is a shallow creek of 
cold, clear mountain water that lures 
local residents to its edge. 

A dusty trail at the end of Sapphire 
Street, north of 19th Street, leads to 
Cucamonga Creek. Here, surrounded 
by sage brush and isolated by nature, 
a glance over one’s shoulder reveals a 
dense smog covering over the 
populated valley below. 

This is the easy part of the ¥% mile 
walk to the creek. Just as the valley 
below can no longer be seen, the trail 
becomes a steep path of loose shale 
that slides under one’s feet. 

But what proves the most harrowing 


part of the trail, especially for those 
who are afraid of heights and who are 
not so sure-footed, is yet to come. 

At the point where one can hear the 
creek’s rushing water, one must walk 
along a cliff, on a path varying in width 
from a few feet to six inches. The 
drops below are not the worst in the 
canyon, only 20 to 50 feet, but hard 
falls nonetheless. Meandering further 
below is the creek. 

Creating a sonorous symphony, 
rushing water cascades down a 
staircase of boulders and rocks that 
jigjagg its course. The dense bushes 
and tall weeds that nestle right up to 
the water’s edge are rich in flying 
critters that bite, such as large black 
flies and tiny mosquitos. 

Despite the bugs and the cliffs, the 


people come. Some come to fish, 
some to hike, others to shoot despite 
its prohibition. Their stays are 
evidenced by strewn beer cans, the 
remains of a bonfire, bullet-riddled 
cans and shell casings, and stolen 
cars that have been torched and 
pushed over from high cliffs above. 

“Everything in the world goes on up 
there, good and bad,” said Bob 
Corcoran, acting division chief of the 
Foothill Fire District. Bodies have 
been dumped there, stolen cars are 
rolled over cliffs, but the biggest 
misuse of the area is by adolescents 
who go up there and “party,” he said. 

“At night there’ll be 50 kids up 
there. It’s gotten worse in the last five 
years or so but it’s always been a 
problem for us,” he said. 


“What happens is we get kids going 
up there and they party and get drunk 
... and end up endangering 
themselves,” according to Deputy 
Donald Coins of the West End 
Sheriff’s Station. The station’s search 
and rescue team receives many calls 
to rescue an individual or a car that 
has gone over a cliff, he added. 


There have been a considerable 
number of falling deaths up there in 
recent years, Corcoran added. “All the 
time, it’s amazing the frequency. It’s 
really a bad deal up there at night.” 


But “it can be real nice,’’ he said. 
The safety of the area depends on 
“what your interpretation of safe is 
and what times you go up there,” he 
added.

A friend told me what had 
happened a few weeks after the 
death of her mother. 

“| thought | was getting along 
just fine,” she said. ‘‘Mom’s 
death had been a terrible shock. 
Of course | thought | was 
prepared for it, and | faced it asa 
Christian. Family and friends 
came and went, and | received a 
stack of cards and letters from 
those who knew Mom but could 
not come to the funeral. 

“Then it happened. | was 
alone, and the realization hit me 
like a physical blow that | would 
not hear my mother’s voice 
again, talk to her about the 
chiidren or ever share again the 
things we loved. This was the 
end, and it hurt so much | felt 
actually ill.”’ 

My friend is a mature, 
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live with death of a loved one 


sensitive mother — used to 
making decisions and using her 
own initiative. Now there was 
this stabbing loneliness, in spite 
of being happily married, having 
a fine home that she enjoyed 
and having anumber of close 
friends. The loneliness is 
painfully real. 

This is a situation that we all 
face in some form. Yet when it 
happens, it is as if something of 
ourselves has gone. It seems as 
if life can never be the same 
again, and we are right. But life 
can be renewed and rebuilt ina 
different way without being 
morbid or lonely. 

The test comes not really at 
the funeral or with the presence , 
of sympathetic friends. It comes 
when we know what it is to be 
alone. It comes at the moment 
when there was a time of sharing 
and there is no one with whom 
to share that special item. 


Instead, we face the emptiest 
moments we have ever known. 

The first step is to let grief 
have its release. There is 
absolutely nothing wrong with 
crying. The idea that it is not 
manly or that a strong person, or 
a person of deep faith, does not 
give way to grief has done great 
harm to good people. 

Wait, and let the world stop 
reeling. No drastic change 
should take place for six 
months. Formulate your 
decisions calmly and after 
careful thought. 

Whatever you do, just because 
you feel painfully alone, do not 
rush to fill the void. 

While grief should be 
expressed, do not indulge 
yourself in self-pity. This is 
morbid. Grief is not. 

There is avery positive answer 
to the person who in anguish is 
wringing his hands and says: 


“What have | to live for now?” 

There are bigger 
considerations that deep sorrow 
cannot see. There are needs to 
be met that you alone can meet. 
There is work, fulfillment, 
contribution and service that you 
alone can give. 

Feelings of remorse, self- 
incrimination and guilt are not to 
be indulged in. All of us are 
tempted to stab ourselves with 
sharp remembrances of unkind 
acts, thoughtlessness or busy 
indifference. When such 
thoughts come like knives in 
your conscience, learn from 
them and let your past mistakes 
make you more understanding, 
thoughtful and considerate 
toward those who are with you 
now. 

Life never stands still. We 
have to go forward with it. | know 
tragically sad people who have 
kept “his” room just like it was, 


as a “shrine.” Furniture, articles 
and clothes are cherished like 
sacred fetishes. 

Dr. J.S. Bonnell tells how 
Madame Curie fell into this in 
her grief. When her husband, 
Pierre, was killed in an accident 
she kept his blood-stained 
clothes, taking them out, 
fondling them, kissing them, 
until her sister took them out 
and burned them. 

The way for you and the way 
your loved-one would have you 
live is to move ahead with life. 

The last bit of advice is to 
avoid hiding. Mixing naturally 
with other people is hard, 

“A recluse,” some wise 
person has noted, “‘is not a 
hero.” In short, you must not run 
away. 

Take your Courage in both 
hands, and with all of your faith, 
hope and love, make a new life 
for yourself.

The Rancho Cucamonga City 
Council has adopted a formal 
investment policy aimed at 
avoiding problems that have oc- 
curred in other cities such as San 
Jose, where $60 million in city 
investments were lost in specula- 
tive ventures. 

Because the San Jose incident 
resulted in state legislation re- 
quiring cities to adopt formal 
investment policies, other West 
Valley cities including Montclair 
and Ontario have also adopted 
such policies. 

The Rancho Cucamonga City 
Council re 2 its policy Thurs- 
day and like some other area 
cities, the policy will take effect 
with the start of the new fiscal 
year today, according to City 
Treasurer James C. Frost. 

Rancho Cucamonga has ap- 
proximately $12 million in ‘“‘idle 
cash” invested and mest of the 
restrictions and guidelines newly 
adopted by the city council have 
been put into practice in the past, 
Frost said. 

The idea is to avoid putting 
money into unsecured invest- 
ments or long-term investments 
that can be affected by a fall in 
the market, according to Ned 


Upland fire chief 
vacancy draws 
35 applicants 


Upland’s vacant fire chief 
position has captured the 
interests of applicants from 
throughout the country. 

After advertising in trade 
journals and various 
municipalities’ circulars, the 
Upland personnel department 
has received about 35 
applications for the position. 

Currently the department is 
screening applications hoping to 
bring the number down to about 
nine, according to Personnel 
Director Mary Ann Reiss. 

Reiss said a specially 
appointed interview board will 
consider the applicants possibly 
in mid-July. “We would like to 
have the position filled by Aug. 
1,” she said. 

Reiss declined to name the 
board members. When the 
interviews begin, they will be 
conducted at City Hall. 

The position became vacant in 
May when Fire Chief Don Justis 
announced his intention to retire. 

Gary Edwards, division chief 
for the fire prevention bureau, 
was appointed acting chief until 
a replacement could be found. 


The truck was built by a 
Rancho Cucamonga company to 
be stationed in the city’s 
eastside where it will aid firemen 
in fighting brush fires in areas 
where there are no fire hydrants, 
according to Chief L. Dennis 
Michael. 

Michael said the truck is the 
largest tanker in the West Valley 
and one of the largest in the 


county. 

“What basically it will allow us 
to do is we’ll be able to spend 
more time in active fire fighting 
without having to return to a fire 
hydrant to refill,”” Michael said. 

The district’s only other truck 
has 1,500 gallons capacity. 

Members of the district’s 
board of directors approved the 
$62,998 expenditure in June 


adopts investment policy 


Crutcher, the assistant finance 
director for the city of Montclair. 
Montclair’s city council adopted 
a formal investement policy in 
February, as did the Ontario 
council. 

Most cities found the model for 
their policies in a policy devel- 
oped by the California Municipal 
Treasurers Association, accord- 
ing to Frost. 

The Rancho Cucamonga policy, 
like those in Monclair and Ontar- 
io, sets protection of the principal 
as the most important criteria for 
investment. Liquidity is also a 
priority, he said. 

Frost has been practicing that 
policy for some time. Most of the 
city’s investments are in short 
term, certificates of deposit, 
which currently are earning 8 
percent interest. 

Short term is six months or 
less, he said. 

Ontario’s finance director, Sam 
Norris, said his city also invests 
in money market accounts of a 
year or less. 

Rancho Cucamonga may also 
participate in a state program 
called the Local Agency Invest- 
ment Fund, in which the state 
pools cities money and invests it 
for them, Frost said.

Several cities across the coun- 
try, who are either adopting a 
new investment policy or review- 
ing an old policy, have sought to 
partially or wholly divest their 
assets from companies that do 
business with the government of 
South Africa, because of the 
country’s system of aparthied. 

Frost said discussion of divest- 
ment requirements has taken 
place in the state legislature but 
nothing has come of it. 

He said Rancho Cucamonga, 
like most cities, are not divesting 
of companies that do business in 
South Africa. 

“Almost every major company 
in the U.S. has had some dealing 
with South Africa,’’ he said. 

If cities adopted a policy pledg- 
ing divestment, it would be diffi- 
cult to find investments because 
companies like IBM and Bank of 
America have ties to South Afri- 
ca. 

“The theory and the ethics 
can’t be disputed but the practi- 
cality just isn’t there,” he said. 

Ontario does not invest in com- 
pany stock, Norris said. 

“We have not addressed the 
issue (divestment) because most 
of ours is in savings and loans 
and local banks,’’ he said.

Brandy (or cognac, made in 
the French district of that name) 
is only one distilled beverage 
that has a kinship with wine. It is 
a product that is similar to wine 
because it is made from the 
same raw material — grapes — 
that wine is made from. 

Moreover, its main attributes 
— elegant aroma and silky, rich 
taste — are similar to wine’s 
attributes. 

It was for some of those 
reasons that Jack and Jamie 
Davies began importing a special 
cognac from France some years 
ago. It was called Eclipse and 
the name of the maker was a 
closely guarded secret. 

The Davies are owners of 
Schramsberg, the Napa Valley 
producer of one of the top lines 
of sparkling wines in California, 
and their interest in cognac 
stems from the fact that cognac 
is used as a topping element in 
fine champagne. 

Over the years, it was clear to 
the Davies that buying cognac 
from France was the only way ta 
get fine-quality brandy. The 
methods used in cognac were 
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ENTERTAINMENT? DINING GUIDE. 
Cognac:style brandy from California 


not often used to produce 
brandy in the United States. 

Now Schramsberg and Remy 
Martin, the great cognac 
producer, have joined forces to 
make and market a cognac-style 
brandy from California, using 
California grapes and French 
expertise. 

Actually, the joint project 
called RMS (for Remy Martin- 
Schramsberg) was formed some 
years ago. At the time, the 
announcement was met with a 
lukewarm response because at 
least three years would have to 
pass before the first product 
would be released. Now release 
is at hand, this summer. The 
product is called RMS California 
Brandy, and it sells for $18 a 
bottle. 

The idea was to make a brandy 
in a unique style, not like 
cognac, but also unlike previous 
California brandies. That made 
this project different from those 
who attempted to emulate 
cognac in the past. 

One reason the project has 
succeeded is because of the 
enormous amount of money — 
many millions of dollars — put 
into this project. 

Remy Martin is a French 


company, and there are rigid 
restrictions on the use of money 
in France. The French 
government has limited the 
amount of money that may be 
taken out of the country, and 
thus Remy Martin felt it needed 
a way to invest some of its 
overseas-made money in a place 
other than France. 

RMS became the vehicle. It is 
a joint venture of Schramsberg 
and Remy Martin-Far East, with 
the funds coming from profits 
made by the French firm’s Far 
East operations. 

The project starts with the 
expensive, time-consuming 
copper-pot stills that slowly 
distill fermented grape juice, 
reducing its essence into a pure, 
concentrated form. The resulting 
distillate is aged in new 
Limousin oak barrels for three 
years, then blended with minute 
quantities of varying vintages of 
brandy made the same way. 

| have tasted RMS, and found 
that, unlike some California 
brandies, it does not have a 
sweetened taste. It is smooth 
and soft on the palate, and has a 
heady and youthful aroma. The 
overall sensation is complex — a 
fine first effort.

Upland City Council members 
recently approved an ordinance 
prohibiting the personal use of 
city-owned vehicles by 
authorized employees.

R.C. woman 
forgotten 
by computer

Collection agencies may 
soon be knocking at Evelyn 
Maxwell’s Rancho Cucamonga 
door demanding payment of 
medical bills that Medicare 
hasn't paid. 

The 56-year-old disabled 
woman became eligible for 
Medicare in September, 1984, 
but a computer error has not 
allowed one penney from 
paying her medical bills. 

Lora Mannie, a 
representative of Medicare, 
explained that the social 
security computer in Baltimore 
repeatedly tells the Chico 
Medicare office that Maxwell’s 
eligibility is being investigated. 

“How could they be figuring 
out my eligibility when | drew 
social security disability for 
two years before | became 
eligible for Medicare? The only 
criteria is that you have to be 
on social security disability for 
24 months prior and (Medicare) 
comes automatically,’ Maxwell 
said. 

Furthermore, she said, she 
received notice of her eligiblity 
prior to September, 1984. And 
every month $15 for Medicare 
is taken out of her $310 social 
security check. 

Maxwell, who became 
disabied from back and neck 
injuries sustained in acar 
accident in March 1982, has 
more than $1,000 in 
outstanding medical bills for 
emergency treatment. Most of 
those bills are owed to San 
Antonio Community Hospital 
in Upland, which will no longer 
admit her for medical 
treatment until the bills are 
paid, she said. The hospital has 
turned over some of those bills 
to acollection agency, she 
added. 

As soon as her eligibility is 
determined, Maxwell plans to 
go to Loma Linda Hospital for 
treatment to alleviate the pain 
she has in her back and neck. 

That should be soon, 
according to Mannie. 
“Supposedly by the end of the 
month, everything should be

find,” she said, adding that 
social security must respond 
by 70 days but usually resolves 
such problems within 30 days.

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Special care 
needed when 
school’s out 


Without classes to attend 
during the summer months, 
more than 20 million American 
children will be looking for 
warm-weather fun, according to 
the National Safety Council. 

Once school ends and there 
are more daylight hours, 
youngsters tend to play 
outdoors more, according to 
Janice Sutkus, child safety 
specialist at the council. For 
many of these kids, streets and 
roadways are perceived as 
interesting places to play and 
explore, she added. 

Unfortunately, more than 1,500 
children are killed in motor 
vehicle-pedistrian accidents 
every year, according to council 
Statistics. 

“It’s up to parents and 
teachers to instruct children not 
to play in the streets,” said 
Sutkus. ‘‘But it is equally 
important for motorists to be 
aware of pedistrians and ready 
to take action to avoid a 
collision.” 

Most motor vehicle-pedistrian 
fatalities occur when achild 
dashes from between parked 
cars into the street in the middle 
of the block, Sutkus said, urging 
motorists to be on the lookout 
for kids along the roadside as 
well as at crosswalks. 

Sutkus recommends that 
parents begin teaching the 
children pedestrian safety as 
soon as achild is allowed to go 
outdoors. There are right and 
wrong ways to cross a street. 
Sutkus suggests parents teach 
their children the following: 

@ Children always should 
stop at the curb or at the outside 


edge of a parked car before < 


crossing. Look left, then right, 
then left again before entering 
the road at midblock. At 
intersections look a!l ways and 
watch out for cars turning right 
on red. 

@ If achild sees acar coming, 
the youngster should wait until it 
passes and then look again. 

® Children should take their 
time while crossing a street.

accessories made famous by 
movie stars and gangsters. 
Properly treated, they can cut 
the amount of ultraviolet light 
entering the eyes and help 
prevent a number of eye 
problems including “nuclear 
cataracts.” 

Not all sunglasses on the 













Sunglasses aren’t just fashion 


ultraviolet-treated sunglasses 
“can become a negative factor in 
that the dark lenses cause the 
pupil to open even further, 
allowing even a higher exposure 
to ultraviolet light,” Gellman 
said. 

To get ultraviolet protection, 
sunglasses are coated with a 
chemical that blocks off this 
portion of the light. This can be 
done to either prescription or 
non-prescription lenses. 

“UV protection is a coating 
just like any kind of color 


coating, and it’s slightly yellow,” 
Conrad said. ‘“‘The yellowness 
bends the rays differently, and 
you can put any kind of a color 
on top of that.” 

Not all cataracts are caused 
by overexposure to ultraviolet 
light. Another kind, called 
“cortical cataract” occurs with 
time and age, Conrad said, and 
is more prevalent in people 
under 65 than is nuclear 
cataract. After 65, both cataracts 
occur at about the same rate. 

Particularly at risk for nuclear 
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cataracts are those who take 
medications for high blood 
pressure or heart disease, 
because those medicines cause 
a higher sensitivity to ultraviolet 
light. Also in the high-risk 
category is anyone who has had 
a cataract operation, in which 
the lens of the eye is removed 
and and replaced with a plastic 
replica. The natural lens absorbs 
ultraviolet light, and when it is 
gone, more ultraviolet light gets 
through to the retina, Conrad 
said. 


Sunglasses help prevent eye problems 


Examples of ultraviolet-light 
filtering sunglasses are those in 
Superior Optical’s “Young 
Protective Lens Series” and 
Corning Optic’s Serengeti 
Drivers. 

The best way to find out about 
ultraviolet protection, says Lori 
Sparks, owner of Sunglass City, 
a shop in San Diego that sells 
only sunglasses, is to “trust the 
company you’re buying them 
from. There is no marking to look 
for in the glasses themselves, no

market block ultraviolet light. If 
you don’t know whether your 
sunglasses have this property or 
not, get them checked by an 
optometrist who has metering 
equipment that can check a lens’ 
ultraviolet light-blocking 
properties. 

“Ultraviolet light, or UV, has 
always been there, but our 
understanding of what it can do 
to the eye has been known only 
the last few years,” said Dr. 
Randall Conrad, president of the 
San Diego County Optometric 
Society. “Sunglass 
manufacturers have picked up 
on this and now they’re offering 
sunglasses which can absorb 
harmful UV rays.” 

Optometrist Dr. Martin 
Gellman of the University of 
California at San Diego Eye 
Center said that nuclear 
cataracts — a cataract is an eye 
disease in which the lens 
becomes opaque, causing partial 
or total blindness — can be 
caused by a lifetime 
accumulation of ultraviolet light 
entering the eye. 

“Light goes into the eye and 
first hits the cornea, or the front 
of the eye,” he said. ‘Thirty 
percent of all ultraviolet or 
infrared rays are absorbed there. 
But 40 to 50 percent of the 
ultraviolet light gets through and 
continues to hit the lens behind 
the pupil. 

“The lens in time starts to 
lose clarity, and you have a 
cataract.” : 

Other eye conditions such as 
macular degeneration, retinitis 
pigmentosa and night blindness 
also can be caused by exposure 
to the ultraviolet and infrared 
rays hidden in the visible light of 
the sun, the optometrists said. 
People with light-colored eyes 
have less pigment in the eyes to 
absorb the light coming in, sc 
they may be more susceptible to 
cataracts. 

“This means they get a sort of 
double dose from bright light 
and glare,” Conrad said. 

Over-the-counter sunglasses 
generally do not have ultraviolet 
light-blocking properties — 
check for accompanying tags by 
manufacturers. All glass and 

plastic lenses as well as contact 
lenses filter out a little of the 
ultraviolet light entering the eye, 
said Conrad, but even 
prescription sunglasses do not 
filter out enough harmful UV 
rays to prevent problems.
